Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 30.—With 
the 


advent of the now year, tlie law pre- 
venting the manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating liquors, passed 
by 
the 


last session of the legislature, becomes 
effective, making Georgia the first of 
the Southern states to be placed in 
the prohibition column. 
The Law is 


very drastic in its 
prohibition and 


prevents the keeping or giving away 
of liquors in public places and 
im- 


poses a tax of $500 on clubs whose 
members are allowed to keep drinks 
of an intoxicating nature in their in- 
dividual lockers. 


Notwithstanding the passage of this 


law, there is some agitation to have 
it declared unconstitutional. 
This ac- 


tion may be brought in the United 
States courts in the course of tha 
next month.

and breweries here, which will go out 
of business on January ],

that they intend TO enforce the laws. 


Many of the more prominent clubs

"I can't," was Johnson's quiet reply. 


Story Went the Rounds. 


The reason he couldn't was that 


what the circular said about his par- 
ents was true. A St. Paul newspaper 
which supported him sent a staff'.cor- 
respondent posthaste to the little town 
of St. Peter. The staff man investigat- 
ed the immediate antecedents of John 
Johnson. The reportorial assignment 
woukl have delighted- any good news-, 
pappr man. It is not often that a re- 
porter strikes' such "human interest" 
color. The story of John Johnson of 
St. Pcter^ as published 1n the St Paul 
pnper, quickly went the rounds of the 
Minnesota press; also It went the 
rounds of the corner groceries and the 
drug stores and the country hotel of- 
fices, where governors are made and 
presidents are prepared from the raw 
material. 


The St. Pnul reporter discovered that 


Gustaf Johnson, a blacksmith, had 
emigrated from Sweden about fifty 
years ago, settling in St. Peter. He 
had been a ;heavy drinker in his. native 
land and-came to America in the. "hope, 
Hint he might reform. He 'did reform

Minnesota's normal Republican ma- 


jority is between 00.000 and, 70.000. 
The Democrats had little or no expec- 
tation of electing Johnson. One.reason 
they picked'bim forjtlie candidacy was 
that 'he .was a- Swede' and" would get 
the Scandinavian vote, which,in Min- 
nesota 4s a consider;] b!e Iactor."

for a i'ew years. He married Caroline 
Haden, a Swedish girl, also an immi- 
grant. She was utterly alone in Amer- 
ica.

For a 
few years the brawny arms of Gustaf 
Johnson earned a living for the wife 
and the little ones who came. John 
being the first baby, born in 1861.

Real Journalist With a Real Job. 


After nine years in the.:drug store 


John Johnson became a journalist In 
the cities a journalist is sometimes de- 
scribed as a newspaper man out of a 
job. In St. Peter John Johnson was a 
real Journalist with a real job. pay- 
Ing for a half interest in the Herald, 
for whicii irieuiis who beiieveu iu 
him had put up the money. Johnson 
had paid off the undertaker. He had 
bought In -tlte -two room family home-, 
stead, which was about to be sold for 
taxes, .and he nad added other rooms 
and improvements. 


So this/was-the Btory discovered by 


the St. Paul reporter. It was so mag- 
nificently true that American Jlinne-. 
sota arose gloriously to the occasion. 
President Ifoosevelt carried the al- 
ways Republican state of Minnesota 
by a majority of 1G1.462 — a hun- 
dred thousand above the normal ma- 
jority.. 'But. hold! John Albert John- 
son, 
Democrat,, was elected governor 


by .a -majority of 7.800. Not a very 
large majority that, and yet he turned 
84,400 f otes to get It 


The country editor closed down his 


desk at St. Peter, probably saying to 
Henry .Essler: "I'll\be back in two 
years. Try to keep the subscribers in 
Ime.rand don't let the :adsv get away 
from you. Keep the jobwork"going."

secorid 'campaign. If Johnson had:not 
made godd in his two'years' term a's 
goVernbr" he " wotikj'"have- been sent' 
back to the St. Petei* Heraia office'. 
As it Is, he n'oW stands in'the glare of 
the presidential limelight' ' THe-wash- 
er'vrpman... circular promulgated by the 
unidentified asylum inmate made him 
governor, but as governor he - made 
good himself. Those years of struggle, 
of self effacement, of mother love and 
brotherly devotion in St. Peter gave 
him the stamina to make good. When 
some one asked him what- he -consid- 
ered the most important result- of his 
administration as governor he replied: 


"Law enforcement We have brought 


about conditions by which the state 
officers obey the law themselves and 
enforce it."' 


But Governor Johnson did not stop 


at enforcement of the laws on the 
statute books. 
By his influence he 


brought about the enactment of new 
laws to meet conditions. Oue thing he 
did was to have the legislature give 
him a board of tas equalizers. John- 
son appointed three of the :best men 
in the state. Under the law this board 
had only advisory powers. 
The gov- 


ernor used his discretion. 
The steel 


trust has -immense mines in northern 
Minnesota.' These mines were taxed 
on a valuation of §38,000,000 -when 
Johnson toolt office. Now they -nre tax- 
ed on a valuation of ?194,000.000, and 
the poor taxpayer feels better. 
The 


electric railways uniting St. Panl and 
Minneapolis .are paying twice as much 
taxes as they paid before 'the advent 
of Johnson. 
Tax dodgers have been 


wincing since Johnson became gov- 
ernor. 


Strike Settled Without Riots. 
The way Governor Johnson settled 


a strike .last summer shows his power 
as a conservative official. The miners 
In the Mesaba range went out. and 
there was imminent peri! of violence. 
Instead of sending bis state militia to 
the scene Governor Johnson himself 
went, alone. He talked with the strike 
leaders and with the employers. He 
visited the strikers and heard their 
grievances. 
He gave them good ncl- 


vice. 
If they remained orderly, he 


said, no troops would be sent, but if 
they became violent be would be 
forced to quell their violence with sol- 
diers. The strike was settled without 
riots. 


Some persons take pleasure In corn- 


paring John Johnson with Abraham 
Lincoln. This is due to the fact that 
both men had immediate ancestors of 
the kind that, as a rule, do not pro- 
duce society swells. 
Johnson seems 


to have much of the homely honesty 
of Lincoln and more dignity than 
"Honest Abe." Whatever he may turn 
out to be In the future, we must go 
back to the original thesis and nssert 
that if Johnson had been a candidate 
for head sheik of Fifth avenue's Four 
Hundred or for chief chimpanzee of 
the Newport set that lunatic's circular 
would have defeated him. But he was 
running merely for the governorship 
•of the plala, common, sensible, intelli- 
gent people of an American common- 
wealth.
